On June 21, 2016, Plaintiff was involved in a motor 
vehicle versus motor vehicle collision with an  
on-duty employee of the Sheriff's Department, while 
driving on Bouquet Canyon Road near its 
intersection with Valencia Boulevard in the City of 
Santa Clarita.
